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parts  of  two  histories  of  the  Lavis  ancestry  have  been  com¬ 
piled  to  date  (1951),  one  by  Lelle  Hugg,  one  by  Esther  Taylor,  both 
of  whom  nave  now  entered  into  rest.  The  material  gathered  by  Lelle 
Kugg  and  arranged  by  Gertrude^  Strausbaugh  will  be  read  at  the  Lavis 
reunion  August  26,  1951.  when  these  two  records  can  be  combined, 
we  shall  have  a  more  complete  account  of  the  older  Lavis  families, 

teliing  how  they  lived  and  what  they  aid _ an  account  which  will  be 

very  interesting  to  their  descendants.  This  brief  sketch  presents, 
mainly,  a  record  of  those  now  living  in  order  that  they  may  Know  each 
other  better. 

The  first  LcVis  of  v/hom  we  know  anything  definitely  is  John 
Lavis,  a  slender-faced  man  of  fair  complexion,  a  fanner  who  lived 
near  Lake  Champlain  in  Vermont,  We  know  of  one  of  his  sons,  william 
Lavis,  .filiiezn  Lavis  was  born  in  1759  and  died  May  2,  1826.  he  was 
also  a  farmer  md  a  soldier  in  the  American  Revolution,  serving  as 
fifer  for  three  years,  ne  enlisted  at  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and 
was  in  the  wattles  of  Monmouth  end  Newport,  xie  married  Mary  Rathburn 
in  October,  17J.1,  at  Norwich  (now  Lisbon)  Connecticut.  The  Ec.thburns 
were  followers  of  Ann  Hutchinson  religiously.  They  moved  to  hew  York 
state;  then,  \ ith  other  Yankees,  they  came  to  Marietta,  Ohio.  Prom 
there  in  lulC,  when  William  was  59  years  of  age,  they  moved  to 
Yankee  direct,  Meigs  County,  Ohio,  and  settled  as  pioneers  of  this 
vicinity.  "Yankee  Street"  is  the  nickname  given  to  the  five-mile 
stretch  of  road  between  vYilkesville  and  Ewington,  Ohio,  because  of 
the  Yankee  settlers  there  ana  in  all  the  surrounding  neighborhood  . 

The  chiicren  of  William  end  Mary  Lavis  were  John  Lavis,  wlio 
married  Betsey  Blakeley;  roily  Lavis,  who  married  Josiah  Edwards ; 
William  Lavis  Junior,  who  carried  Lois  Norton  ;  Eunice  La.vis,  who 
married  Mr,  Clerk;  Reformer  Lavis( daughter ) ,  who  married  Gershian 
Terry;  and  Lyer  Sylvester  (spicer)  Lavis,  who  married  Mary  xiawk. 

William  Junior  L&vio  i.nd  Lois  had  no  children,  but  they  adopted 
a  son  who  took  them  to  Illinois  to  live.  This  adopted  son  c  me  back 
to  southern  Ohio,  was  suddenly  taken  ill,  and  died  at  Hamden,  Ohio. 
The  father,  William  Junior,  died  in  1881,  aged  86  years, 

/ 

Lyer  and  Mary  Hawk  Levis  had  a  son,  Lavid  Lavis,  who  married 
and  lived  on  Yankee  Street,  or  near  there.  Lyer  Lavis  died  November 
3,  1884,  aged  65  years.  Eye r  and  Mary’s  daughter  Eliza  married  Levi 

Strong. 

JilLiam  Levis  Senior’s  oldest  son,  John  Lc.vis,  the  only  one  of 
whom  we  nave  extensive  record,  was  born  October  3,  1784,  so  was 

thirty-four  years  old  when  the  family  moved  to  Yankee  Street,  ne 
had  married  Betsey  Blakeley  in  1808  while  tne  iamiiy  lived  near 
Coventry,  hew  York.  He  was  a  millwright  by  trade,  A  newspaper- 
clipping  owned  by  the  family  of  Owen  Lavis  tells  of  his  death  in 
1873",  It  also  says,  "He  was  a  strictly  honest,  upright  man,  c-jid, 
among  his  other  virtues,  was  a  rank  Whig  ana  a  -republican,  eq  an 
old  subscriber  to  the  Journal ,  having  taken  it  for  30  years."  (News¬ 
papers  were  sccrce  in  the  community  at  that  time.  Mail  was  Drought 
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on  horseback  from  Hamden  to  Wilkesville  lour  rimes  a  week.)  John 
Davis' e  funeral  sermon  was  preached  on  December  81,  187b,  by  Rev. 
Warren  Tcylor,  pastor  of  the  Iresbyterian  church  at  Wilxesville. 

Kev.  Warren  Taylor  founaed  the  academy  at  wilkesville,  jia  was  its 
first  teacher.  His  son,  Charles  boardman  Taylor, • married  .oettie 
Davi3»  granddaughter  of  John  Davis.  (booh  Charles  and  betuie  were 
students  at  the  academy  ,  which  sent  a  goodly  number  of  students  out 
to  teach  in  this  part  of  Ohio.)  The  Davis  family  brought,  the  first 
flax  seed  t nd  the  first  cane  seed  to  this  part  of  Ohio,  raey  paid 
a  dollar  tor  a  tablespoonful  of  cane  seed,  saved  every  bit  of  seed 
from  it  for.  two  years,  and  then  gc.v3  freely  to  neighbors  so  that  they 
all  could  have  cane  sugar  and  molasses  instead  of  depending  upon 
the  use  of  maple  sugar  altogether.  In  those  days  it  v/as  a  great 
treat  to  obtain  “store  sugar.'1  Maple  sugar  was  the  usual  f^re.  It 
was  also  c  great  help  to  the  community  to  be  able  to.  raise  1 lax  for 
linen. 


John  Levis1  s  wife,  uetsey  Root  Blakeley  Davis,  was  a  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Mabel  Edwards  Root,  who  was  a  very  near  relative  of 

Jonathan  Edwards _ eiuner  a  sister  or  a  first  cousin,  ^etsey's 

mother's  name  was  Ruth.  Root  blakeley,  betsey  was  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  church  at  Coventry,  Dew  fork.  In  1881,  tnree  years 
after  the  family  removal  to  Yankee  btreet,  the  Iresbyterian  church 
at  Wilkesville  was  organized  with  seven  members,  of  whom  betsey 
Blakeley  Levis  was  one,  ner  Christian  iniluence  in  the  community 
was  unusual  and  far-reaching.  Her  strong  Christian  faith  mi  de  a  last¬ 
ing  impression  on  the  neighborhood.  In  1919,  ninety-eight  years 
after  the  church  at  Wilkesville  was  organized,  the  minister,  Arthur 
Taylor,  the  Sunday  School  superintendent  ^nd  elder,  John  williamsj 
the  church  treasurer,  belle  King;  and  a  deacon,  blair  might,  were  all 
of  them  great-grandchildren  of  betsey  b  iakeiey  Davis.  At  the  present 
time  the  custodian  of  the  church  is  Guy  ning,  another  great  -grandson 
of  this  good  Christian  woman,  betsey  ’s  sister  Mabel  .Blakeley  mar¬ 
ried  Mr.  Strong,  who  also  settled  in  this  community; 


Strong  families  are  also  relatives  of  Jonathan 
Davis  families. 
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The  seven  children  of  John  and  betsey  Davis  were  ulive  Mabel 
Davis,  betsey  blakeley  Davis  the  second,  John  Davis  Junior,  Mary 
Davis,  Eunice  Davis,  Rra.stus  Root  Davis,  and  Quincy  Adams  bavis. 

Olive  Mabel  Davis,  born  1809,  died  at  the  age  of 


betsey  Da.vis  the  second,  born  1810,  married  William  bis^on.

After  betsey1 s  death,  william  married  again  and  had  one  son,  Luke.

She  iater  married 
a  Mr,  Jones.  Malinda  Liston  married  William  Rowles.  Their  children 
were  Laura,  Drank,  Ella,  and  John.  Laura  Rowles  married  Mr.  Wood¬ 
ruff,  ’..ho  lives  in  Atnens,  Ohio. 

John  Levis  Junior,  son  of  John  c.nd  betsey  Blakeley  jt.vis, 
married  Susanna  Mapes,  October  83,  1834.  Their  children  were 
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WiiiiL'un  k vis,  Rufus  navis,  Susan  Davis,  ana  George  Davis.  ( Alter 
John  Davis  Junior  died,  uie  wife,  Susanna  Mc.pes  Davis,  married  a 
Mr.  Grover.)  William  x>*.vis  married  Kstner  Grover.  They  nari .  eight 
children.  Rufus  Davis  served  four  years  in  the  Civil  War.  He  was  a 
corporal  in  the  Eighteenth  Ohio  Battery.  He  married  Jennie  Mai thus. 
They  had  four  sons,  all  of  whom  v/ere  mutes,  and  tv/o  daughters,  Dhena 
Davis  Ki dwell  and  Mrs.  G.  T.  Metcalf,  both  of  whom  lived  in  Columbus 
at  the  time  of  Rufus fs  death  in  1911.  Busan  Davis  married  Mr.  Boyles. 
She  lived  in  Odin,  Illinois,  and  died  in  the  1920’s,  between  SO  and 
90  years  of  age.  George  Davis  married  Rachel  Shenefield  February

Jacob  Butcher,  born  January  27,  1831,  married 
Maude  Kincsde,  who  was  bom  March  11,  1885,  This  couple  have  lived 
in  Wilkesville  all  their  lives.  “Jake11  is  an  excellent  carpenter  . 
Their  chilaren  are  Osee,  Doris,  and  Raymond  Butcher.  Osee  was  bora 
March  83,  1902.  She  lives  with  her  parents  at  Wilkesville.  Doris, 
born  1903,  married  Glen  Kemper,  They  live  near  Wilkesville.  Their 

children  are  Emogene  Kemper  and  Elwin  Kemper.  Emogene  Kemper  married 
John  Conger,  They  live  near  Weilston.  Their  child* is  Gerry  Dennis 
Conger,  born  January,  1351,  Elwin  Kemper  married  Annabel  ,/ard.  Their 
children  are  Danny  Kemper,  born  April  7,  1950,  and  Michael  Kemper, 
born  March,  1951,  Raymond  Butcher  married  Dorothy  Roof.  They  live 
in  Wilkesville,  Their  children  are  Raymond  Butcher  Junior,  born 
December  2,1936,  and  Dv/aine  Allen  Butcher,  born  Hovember  aQ,  1942U 
Demina  Butcher  married  George  Sanders.

Erndst  Senders  married  Mary  Hawk,  They  live  in  Athens  and  have 
three  children.  Kenneth  Sanders  married  Dorothy  Steele,  They  have 
one  child,  Katherine  Sanders,  Katherine  Donahue  married  Davis  Bowen, 
They  live  in  Hamden,  Ohio.  Madeline  Donahue  is  at  home. 

Mary  Davis,  daughter  of  John  and  Betsey  Blakeley  Davis,  stayed 
at  home  and  cared  for  her  aged  father.  She  died  at  the  .  age  of  49. 

Eunice  Davis,  daughter  of  John  and  Betsey  Davis,  was  born  in  1819 
She  married  James  Topping,  in  1859.  She  died  in  1844.  Their  children 
were  Benjamin  Topping  and  Bettie  Topping,  Ben  Topping  died  when 
young,  of  sunstroke  or  something  similar,  jaettie  Topping  married 
George  Williams  October  Is.  1866,  They  lived  all  their  married  lives 
on  the’  home  farm  on  Yankee  Street,  Bettie  Topping  Williams  died  in 
1922  of  burns  caused  from  building  a  fire  in  .&  grate  at  the  age  of 
eighty  years.  Mr,  Williams  died  in  1927.  Children  of  this  loved 
ana  respected  couple  are  John  Williams,  Charles  Williams,  Belle. 
Williams,  George  Williams  Junior,  Riley  williams,  Dannie  williams, 
and  Seaton  Williams.

Erastus  Root  Davis,  son  of  John  and  netsey  Hlakeley  f)avis,  was 
born  in  1615,  (Here  we  insert  an  item  about  the  ancestry  of  the  Davis 
family,  A  book  in  the  library  of  Ohio  University,  Athens,  Ohio,  en¬ 
titled  Q3.dtime  Schools  and  schoolbooks  ana  written  by  Clifton  John¬ 
son,  tells  of  an  arithmetic  published  in  1791  which  was  written  by 
Erastus  Root  of  Connecticut,  This  arithmetic  gives  no  study  of  frac¬ 
tions,  not  that  they  are  not  useful,  but  because,  in  the  author’s 
opinion,  other  things  are  more  important.  However,  it  does  give  a 
good  deal  of  space  to  tne  new  decimal  system  of  coinage,  The  author 
explains  that  the  old  English  system  of  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence 
is  entirely  inadequate  for  "a  democracy  like  ours*’  and  expresses  the 
belief  that  with  the  expansion  of  our  country  the  decimal  system  will 
come  into  use  in  all  the  states.  We  know  tnat  it  did.  Prom  the  date 
of  publication,  it  seems  most  probable  that  the  Erastus  Hoot  who 
wrote  the  arithmetic  was  aui  uncle  of  Rutn  noot  Hlakeley,  ana  that 
Erastus  Root  Davis  was  named  for  his  great-uncle.)  Erastus  married 


Phebe  Green  Drown  of  Amesville,  Ohio,  in  1839.  Their  children  were 
Olive  Mabel,  Rebecca  Eliza,  Erastus  Root  Junior,  Hettie  Ruth,  Minerva 
Adaline,  Penny  Martha,  John  Dyer,  and  Mary  Hosotta.

Samuel  Might  was  considered  a  very  strong  man  in  his  youth* 
Cnee  while  in  the  army  he  seized  ana  held  a  desperate 
“bounty  jumper*'  or  thief,  leaning  on  him  from  the  side. 

Their  home  was  the  old  home  farm  on  Strong’s  Run.  Their 
children  were  Luella,  William,  Alfred  Morganza,  Delpha  Jane, 
Srmuel  Erastus  Junior,  Amanda  Belle,  and  Carrie  Arasona.
